COMING PROSPERITY. 


It would seem fromthe extensive 
strikes in pregress at several places in 
the East that the era of prosperity 
that our neighbors on the other, side 
have enjoyed so long is drawing to a 
close. It appears from the returns of 
clearing houses that business is falling 
off rapidly in all the great centers of 
commercial and industrial activity 
whieh, connected with the strikes that 
rave been inaugurated this Spring, 
indicate hard times. The tidal wave 
of the flush times on the Atlantic sea- 
board did not reach the Pacific coast. 
While all through the East money was 
pleatiful and freely thrown into the 
market, the Pacific States, especially 
California and Nevada, were suffering 
a depression in all branches of busi- 
ness. The strings of the money-bags 
were tightly drawn; poor crops from 
-the effects of drouth and grasshoppers; 
the depression on the Comstock; 
Kearney’s political soap bubble, and 
the fight in California over the new 
constitution—all had its effect. It 
seemed fate was against us. It may 
be that the scales of prosperity are 
tipping our way now. The political 
battlefield in California has been 
cleared of the dead and wounded; the 
new Constitution has been adopted,

The banks are full of money 
seeking investment in something be- 
sides collateral security, which gives 
all who are turning their attention to 
legitimate business a chance to do 
something for themselves and at the 
same time build up the country on a 
substantial foundation. Waste land is 
being reclaimed and improved toa 
degree that adds wealth to the coun- 
try, and is always valuable. The 
mines are managed more economi- 
cally and their products are being 
used for legitimate purposes. In fact, 
every industry is carried on upon 
business principles instead of in that 
wild, reckless manner too long the 
custom. Let us continue in the way 
we are going and good times are sure 
to come.

These 
reports excited no little apprehension 
here and, after conferring together, 
the Southern members determined to 
make a thorough canvass for the pur- 
of ascertaining, if possible, what 
the political complexion of the next 
Heuse would probably be. Two of 
the members have made this canvass 
within a few days and, as the result of 
their inquiries, they have figured outa 
Democratic majority of ten in the next 
House. They reach this conclusion 
by counting on suze gains as follows: 
In Connecticut, South Carolina, I)li- 
is, West Virginia, Mississippi and 
nOis, s : 
California, one each; in Texas and 
Pennsylvania, five each; in Indiana 
and Ohio, three each; in New York, 
two; and Missouri, four. They ex- 
t to ma.<e other gains in such 
tates as Massachusetts, Maine and 
New Hampsiure, but these do not 
enter into the .igures on which they 
base a probable m jority of ten. The 
only State in which they expect a loss 
is Nevada, and they think the chances 
are that they will lose the ove repre- 
sentative there. The res.'lts, as reached 
by these gentleman, with figures as 
given above, have been sent to the 
various State Executive Committees 
in the South, in the hope of re'storing 
confidence in that section.

WESTERN. 


An Important Decision of Great In- 
terest to Hydraulic Miners. 
SACRAMENTO, June 13. 
In the debris decision, after a 
lengthiy consideration of the case, the 
court found; First— Plaintiff's action 
is not barred by the statute of limita- 
tion. Second—Defendant has acquir- 
ed no right to use the beds of the 
Americen or Sacramento rivers as 
places of deposit for mining tailings. 
Third—Acts of detendant constitute 
a public nuisance and obstruct the 
free use of rivers by a considerable 
number of citizens of the slope. 
Fourth—Mining customs and uses 
authorized by statutes and by decrves 
of courts are local, and not intended 
to have any effect beyond mining in 
bar diggings. Fifth— Mining laws 
and customs as practiced are to adhere 
to and cannot protect defendants in 
the act complained of. Sixth—Plain- 
tiff is entitled to a decree restraining 
defendant from dumping tailings into 
the American river or any of its 
tributaries. A decree follows the 
opinion and makes an injunction per- 
petual against defendant, subject to 
this condition—that defendant may at 
any time apply to this Court to have 
the decree modified or vacated, and 
whenever, upon such showing, it shall 
appear that different means have been 
provided to:impound tailings, then 
defendants shall be entitled to have a 
decree to set aside the injunction.

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PERILS UF THE LOWER LEVELS 
Horrible Accident in the Union Con- 
solidated Mine. 

[From the Enterpriee of June 13.] 

Last evening about 7:30 o'clock a 
shocking blasting accident occurred 
in the face of south drift No. 2, on 
the 2700 level of the Union Con- 
solidated mine. By the premature 
explosion of a blast (four holes are 
said to have exploded) two men were 
instantly killed, another so badly in- 
jured that he will probably die in a 


| few hours, and a fourth peppered full 


of small fragments of rock. 
THE KILLED 


‘Are John Black and James F. Brown. 


The former leaves a wife and two 
children, who reside in this city. His 
wounds are principally about the body. 
His face was not much disfigured. 

The body of James F. Brown was 
torn all to pieces. The head was 
blown off and the limbs and trunk 
horribly mangled. He was unmarried, 
but has a brother in town and some 


other relatives on the Coast. He was 
a member of Virginia Lodge No. 10, 
I, O. QO. F., under whose auspices his 
funeral will take place this afternoon, 
it being impossible to keep the body 
longer so hadly is it mangled. 

he bedies were brought to town 
about an hour after the accident, 


THE WOUNDED. 


John Beargo received many cuts 
from flying rocks, the principal of 
which, and that likely to prove fatal, 
is on the left side of the head, just 


The skull at this point was badly 
crushed and shattered. He lay in an 
unconscious condition from the time 
he was brought to the surface until 
about 9 o’clock,the physician being 
then engaged in trepanning his skull. 
During this operation the man )ay like 
one dead. He did not appear to feel 
the pain. Several pieces ef breken 
bone were taken out, leaving a hole 
nearly four inches long by over two 
inches wide ia the broadest part. It 
was found that the dura matter was 
broken and the brain expesed for 
nearly the whole length of the open- 
ing made in the skull. 

After the pieces of bone were lifted 
from the brain, the doctors say, the 
wounded man seemed to recover 
consciousness to some extent. He 
muttered some words and tried to 
raise his head to look about. There 
is very little hope of his recovery. 

Richard Hicks was completely pep- 
pered on the back with small frag- 
ments of rock that penetrated his 
fiesh to a short distance. He bled 
copiously from these wounds, yet was 
able to walk to his home. The doctors 
took out of his flesh one piece of rock 
nearly as large as a hickory nut. He 
made a very narrow escape, as will be 
seen in the sequel. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED 


Was not very well understood at the 
Union shaft last night. There were 
but the four men wha have beea men- 
tioned above at work in the face of 
the drift at the time of the explosion. 
The explosion was not caused, as is 
usually the case, by attempting to 
clear out an old charge, nor yet while 
the drill was running. 

A set of holes in the face of the 
drift, near the bottom, had been fired 
by the previous shift. These had not 
blown out the rock into which they 
penetrated, and were being charged a 
second time when the explosien oc- 
curred. 

Richard Hicks and John Beargo had 
charged two holes on the west side of 
the drift and John Black and James 
Brown had charged those on the east 
side. Assoon as the charging of the 
holes on the west side was finished, 
Hieks picked up the spoon used in 
scraping out drill-holes, the tampi 
bar and some other tools, and areal 
to carry them outside of the bulkhead 
or shield that is placed across the drift 
to prevent the throwing and scattering 
of rock by the blasts. 

He had almost reached this bulk- 
head when the explosion occurred. It 

pears that one hole exploded and 

at the concussion exploded three 
others. 
A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 


The men working in that part of the 
mine knew at once, when they heard 
the explosion, that an accident had oc- 
curred, and ran to the end of the drift 
with lights. Although the space be- 
tween the end of the drift and the 
bulkhead was still filled with powder 
emoke, their candles shed sufficient 
light to allow of the bodies of the dead 
and wounded being seen. 
Those who assisted in- removing the 
bedies say it was a most shocking and 
sickening sight. : 
It was n te collect and roll 
up the remains of Brown in a piece of 
canvas, so terribly was the body torn 
and mangled.

PIOCHE. 


A Camp with the Usual Romantic 
History. 

A correspondent of the Salt Lake 
Tribune tells the following interesting 
story of Pioche, at one time one of the 
most prosperous mining camps in the 
State: 

The camp has had a romantic 
history, but of its 7,500 people 7,000 
are Dow gone;the mines and mills 
are idle; and it is enough %o give one 
the blues. Of its story many of your 
readers know more than I do. It can 
be seen, town and mines, some miles 
away, perched on the northern slope 
of a quartzite mountain spur, which 
1s capped with black lime, and dry as 
a powder horn. General Connor 
brought in water from the range of 
which the Pioche range is a spur. The 
Raymond and Ely has produced 
chiefly from a pay chate 200 feet long 
and extending only to the 900 level, 
$13,000,000; the Meadow Valley has 
produced $8,000,000 ; and other mines 
perhaps $2,090,000. The croppings 
are sald to have been discovered and 
located by Mormons, and to have 
been relocated by Connor’s soldiers, 
after overawing the Indians who drove 
away the Morimons. It was men from 
White Pine and Pahranagat, however, 
who in 1869 first made it of account. 
Uncle Billy Raymond, in debt at 
Pahranagat $70,000 or $80,000, 
brought a five-stamp mill to Bullion- 
ville, bought the Burke ground, upon 
which and other ground the Raymend 
and Ely Company was ultimately 
organized, It is said that the Bank 
of California at one time offered bim 
$3,200,000 for 16,000 shares of the 
company etock (total shares then, 
$0,000). He declined (it was then 
selling at $180 and paying $7 «a share 
in dividends menthly), and ultimately 
packed his blankets out of the camp, 
as he had packed them in. But he 
has not lost heart, and stil] expects 
to recuperate his fortunes at Pahrana- 
gat or in Arizona. Such is your 
genuine prospector, now a millionaire, 
now a pauper, always with a heart 
equal to any fate. 
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California afid Oregon Wheat. 

A San Francisco correspondent of 
Bradstreet’s, under date of May 25th, 
gives tbe following opinion of the 
wheat crop in California and Oregon: 


We have at least 250,000 acres in 
wheat in excess of last season's sowing, 
besides which the overflowed and lew 
clay lands which yielded nothing ino 
1881 are now in fu)) bearing. It may, 
however, be roughly stated that Sum- 
mer fallow has done well everywhere, 
while Winter-sown wheat has been 
wilted by the dry winds on the great 
valleys. It does not follow, however, 
that Winter-sown wheat is a total fail 
ure; but it certainly will not yield 
anything like a full average. Perhaps 
it might be safe to set it down asa 
half crop. This, however, is a great 
Summer fallow year, and California 
may safely be ceunted upon to yield a 
surplus of from 750,000 to 800,000 
tons of wheat for shipment. This is 
a conservative estimate. Advices from 
Oregon and Washington Territory are 
favorable, although sume allowance 
must be made for the effect of late 
frosts. About 3@ per cent. in excess 
of last season’s harvest would be a fair 
estimate.
